As play 
proceeds, players form alliances or break them with an eye to 
controlling neutral or enemy supply centers „ A new army or 
fleet may be raised with each new supply center. The player who 
obtains a majority of the total number of armies' and fleets wins. 

Diplomacy lends Itself well to postal play. The players 
mail their moves to the Games master, who sees which moves are 
possible and publishes a bulletin on the course of the play.
